anarch ist cases, affirm ing th e judg m e nt of the 
court below, and rix ing as th e tim e for th e e x e­ 
cution N ovem ber 11, bet ween th e hours of 10 a. 
m. and 4 p. in. 
At 9 :30, Ju8tice M ag rnder beg an th e announce­ 
m e nt of th e decision in th e a na rch ist case. J u s t 
before th e opening of co urt every one seem ed to 
feel th a t som ething was g oing to happen. 
Be­ 
fore 
th e 
h our for th e convening of 
court, 
law yers and rep o rters seem ed to have that- 
feeling , and conversed w ith each o ther in su b ­ 
dued tones. 
E ven B arker, th e janitor, who has 
g azed upon every justlco of the suprem e court 
th a t has sat upon the bench in O ttaw a, tip to ed 
around in opening and dusting th e co urt room , 
as if he was afraid of breaking th e death ly s till­ 
ness th a t pervaded th e e ntire building . 
D eputy 
S m ith faltered and his voice trem bled as he p ro ­ 
nounced 
th e 
"hear 
ye.“ 
As 
th e 
justices 
filed 
in 
th e 
co urt 
room , 
headed 
by 
Chief Ju stic e Bheldon, 
th e y 
appeared m ore 
dig nified thfin ever. 
The chief justice w aved 
his associates to th e ir seats even more stately 
th a n w as his w ont. 
H is nod to the sheriff w as 
m ore stiff and h is “open c o urt” less audible 
th a n on th e previous days of th e term . 
Ju stic e M ag ruder appeared flushed and ne rv­ 
ous as he entered th e court room , th e cause of 
w hich 
w as 
evi ced a few m om ents later 
w hen C hief Ju stic e Sheldon tu rne d to him and 
In a voice which w ould have been inaudib le save 
for the dead stilness w hich pervaded the room , 
s a id: 
“Ju stic e M ag ruder, have you any announce­ 
m ent to m ake?" 
The flushed appearance of th e justic e chanced 
to th a t of pallor and his voice w as husky as he 
responded: 
“In th e case of A ug ust Spies and others ag ainst 
th e people of th e stato of Illinois, No. 59, ad­ 
visem ent docket.” 
The chief justice nervously tu rne d th e leaves 
of th e court docket to th e case indicated w hen 
th e justice read th e decision of th e co urt in th e 
"A narchist case.”

p enalty and th e date of ex ecution w as reached, 
w hen his reading becam e labored, his voice 
husky, and his m anner show ed th a t it was w ith 
th e g reatest em otion th a t he perform ed th e duty 
he had been deleg ated by his associates to p e r­ 
form . 
H aving read th e decision of th e co urt in the 
m ost celebrated case it has ever been called upon 
to decide, th e justice, w hen he had m ade th e 
announcem cnt, left the bench and re tire d to his 
room. 
The opinion by Ju stic e M ag ruder w as as fol­ 
low s: 
“In th is case th e judg m ent if th e court below 
is affirm ed as to all and as to each and every one 
of th e defendants. 
An opinion has been p re ­ 
pared, se tting fo rth th e reasons of affirm a­ 
tio n of judg m ent. The opinion is now handed 
to th e clerk ~o be filed.” 
Judg e Sheldon announced th a t he concurred 
in th e opinion. 
Ju stic e M ulkey s a id: “I t is no t m y intentio n 
to offer a separate opinion, as I should have 
done. I desire to avail m yself of th is occasion 
to say th a t w hile I concur in

In 
short, afte r having fully ex am ined the record and 
g iven the q uestio ns arising on it m y very best 
th o ug h t, w ith an earnest and conscientious de­ 
sire to faith fully discharg e m y whole duty, I 
am fully satisfied th a t th e opinion reached vin­ 
dicates th e law and does com plete justice b e­ 
tw een th e people of th e sta te and th e 
de­ 
fendants, and is fully w arranted by th e law and 
evidence.”

Mr. I. Horner, superintendent of the 
K ansas S ta te Silk sta tio n, is in th e city w ith 
a b eautiful display for th e E x p o sitio n. T his dis­ 
play show s th e entire process of silk culture. 
One inte re sting feature of th e displays is silk 
artificial flowers m ade by opening the cocoons in 
a p eculiar nanner. 
T his is an inventio n of Mr. 
H orner and has never been discovered by th e 
F rench silk w orkers, or even th e Chinese. 
In 
speaking 
of

silk 
indu stry 
in 
th e W est Mr. 
H orner is very enth usiastic. 
“W hen th ree 
years 
ag o 
I 
turne d 
all 
my w orldly possessions into m ulb erry trees and 
distrib u te d them ire*- 
plains I was 
called a crank and a lunatic;“ s?nd he, “b ut I am 
w ell 
satisfied 
w ith 
th e 
re tu rns 
on 
m y 
investm ent. 
The 
clim ate 
of 
th is 
co untry 
is 
peculiarly 
adopted 
to th e cultivatio n of silk, and the silk th a t can 
be produced is even superior to th e im p o rted 
article. 
W nen I tell you th a t $ 150,000,000 
w orth of im p o rted 
silk s 
is 
consum ed 
in 
th e 
U nited S tates each 
year 
you can 
see w hat a g reat indu stry our people m ay de­ 
velop. 
T his $ 150,000,000 w o rth of silk, or a 
g reat p a rt of it, com es in du ty free; for w hile 
th ere is a heavy tariff on silk g oods th ere is none 
on silk, and th e re su lt is th a t silk m anufacturers 
of th e east are pro tected w hile th e silk produc- 
iug i idustry of th e w est is strang led. 
Up to 
ten m o nth s ag o th ere were no reels in K ansas, 
b u t now we have te n 
a t 
th e silk statio n 
a t 
Peabody. 
The 
reeling 
is 
a 
half 
way step betw een cocoon g row ing and m anufac­ 
tu ring and w ith it silk raising can be m ade very 
profitable in K ansas and M issouri, even w ith 
the p resent co ndition of th ing s. 
I hope before 
long , 
m oreover, 
to secure 
th e location of 
several silk factories in th is p a rt of the country, 
and am, In fact, already in correspondence w ith 
several m anufacturers who are th ink ing of lo­ 
cating here.”

o rdinary cell it was cruel as he was inde lic a te 
health. 
Mr. B alfour said th a t he w as unable to see 
how th e offenses of persons arrested under the 
crim es act differed from those under the o rdi­ 
nary law. Any alteratio n in the tre a tm e nt of 
p risoners oug ht to be applied a fter due inq uiry. 
All the prisoners should be treated alike reg ard­ 
ing priso n discipline. 
Mr. John Morley, Liberal, said in no foreig n 
country were political offenders subjected to the 
harsh discipline applied to the political p ris­ 
oners of Ireland. 
W hat th e g overnm ent had 
already done show ed th a t it was th eir intentio n 
to rule Ireland during th e recess in thvi m ost 
rig orous m anner possible under th e coercion 
act. 
Mr. L abouchere denounced the police account 
of the M ichellstow n affray as a g ross, im p udent 
tissue of lies, and he characterized tho m en 
who issued the account as liars as well as m ur­ 
derers.

Kansas City, Sept 8.—I have been for several 
d ays takin g in the sights of this n ew Chicago 
an d d rluktn e in to my fullest capacity the en ­ 
thusiastic talk of those who live here an d p ar­ 
ticipate in the bocm. To say that I am surprised 
at what I see an d hear is to put thin gs very 
mild ly, for though I have been in most of the 
large town s of our coun try, yet 1 fin d this on e 
the most remarkable. On e who has n ever seen 
Kan sas City can form n o id ea of it, an d will feel 
as much surprised as I d id when he comes to in ­ 
spect it. It is un like an y other place. 
As you come in to the place on the train , win d ­ 
in g aroun d the steep red clay bluffs, which 
tower so far above your h°ad that you can n ot 
see the top of them out of tho car win d ow, you 
can have n o con ception of the won d erful city 
that lies behin d them, n or tho won d erful en ergy 
which has mad e it what it is. You see on ly 
some bald bluffs, with ureat gullies washed 
d own their faces by the rain . It d oesn ’t strike 
you that an ybod y would ever tako the trouble to 
go on top of them, an d you thin k that if some 
on e d id go there he would n ever get d own acrain 
without win gs, or at least, a ropa lad d er. I had 
been through here beforo. an d had n ever kn own 
that up on these cliffs there was a city, teemin g 
with life, an d all a-hum with en ergy. The id ea 
had n ever en tered my head , because I would 
have thon trht such a thin g impossible. 1 sup­ 
posed that the city was in the bottoms west of 
the Un fon d epot. 
But it d oesn ’t take lon e to make a fellow open 
his oyes here, an d you arc barely out of the cars 
before you begin to see thin gs that surprise 
you. Right above your head about fifty feet 
you see a lot of street cars stan d in g in the air, 
as it w-ere, while passen gers climb up a spiral 
staircase of iron to get to them. Stretchin g far 
away up t he hill like a mod ern Jacob’s lad d er is 
an iron trestle, with cars ascen d in g an d d e­ 
scen d in g. This is on e of the man y cable lin es 
of Kan sas City, an d you kn ow there must lie 
somethin g over the cliffs to make these cars 
come an d go with such frequen cy. A little far­ 
ther n orth aroun d the ben d of the cliff is a great 
open in g in the sid e of the hill like the mouth of 
a huge sewer. This is tho tun n el through which 
an other cable lin e will soon be pourin g its stream 
of streetcars. Over to the west, about a hun ­ 
d red feet from the cable station , an d con n ected 
with it by an aerial passway, is the Elevated 
railway station , where stan d s a train of cars 
read v to take you over the roofs of houses 
through the lower part of the city across tho 
Kaw river, an d four or five miles farther in to 
Kan sas through Wyan d otte an d out to Chelsea, 
park. When you see these surface in d ication s 
it begin s to strike you that there is somewhere 
aroun d here a bifir thin g on wheels of some sort. 
An d that big thin g is Kan sas City. 
But it will take you some time to un d erstan d 
just how big a thin g Kan sas City is. If you have 
n ever been here before you are d azed at first, 
an d d on ’t quite- un d erstan d just how thin gs 
are. 
Just across the street yon d er is an elegan t 
church built on the ed ire of a big hole in tho 
groun d , with a thicket of sun flowers growin g 
all aroun d it except at the fron t d oor. 
Maybe 
n ext week at the close of the Wed n esd ay n ight’s 
prayer-meetin g they will set some jack-screws 
un d er it an d hoist it in to tho air an d put a base­ 
men t story with a lot of paten t fire-proof vaults 
on tho bottom of it, fill in the hole with d irt an d 
ram it d own an d have the church settled com­ 
fortably on a well-sod d ed terrace in time for 
the n ext 
Sun d ay morn in g’s services. 
They 
would just as lieve d o it as n ot an d would forget 
in 
a 
week s time 
that the church 
had 
ever squatted d own in 
a 
hole. There are 
about ten thousan d people, I jud ge, d iggin g 
d own hills an d fillin g up holes here every d ay. 
They can terrace a pon d or build two or three 
bottom stories to a house before 
you can say 
Jack Robin son . 1 saw a house the other d ay 
that had beeh raised 
several times an d 
the 
chimn eys n ow were about on a' fevel with the 
street. They were commen cin g a large build in g 
just by the sid e of it, an d a workmen could stan d 
on the foun d ation ston es an d spit 
d own the 
chimn ey of the smaller house while d in n er was 
cookin g. In an other part ¡of 
towm there is a 
house which sits high up above its n eighbors, 
like a mouse on a square 
of 
Dutch cheese. 
There had been a hill there, an d everybod y else 
had cut his lot d own to the level of the street. 
But this man wan ted a good view, I suppose, so 
his house sits there on a four-corn ered pillar of 
clay about thirty feet high. On 
the sid e of it 
was a sign “Lots for sale," As part of the house 
projected about a foot 
in to the air where the 
rain had washed thv 
ed ge of the lot away I 
d id n ’t thin k the 
0 ’~\ier 
had much groun d to 
spare, but maybe n e mean t to sell the sid e of his 
lot by the square foet for bill-stickin g purposes. 
He could sell four thirty foot lots that way an d 
still keep his homestead . How he got up an d 
d own to his house was a- mystery to me, un less 
he had a sid e gate in to hi.s well 
an d then was 
d rawn up by the win d lass. 
"„"Lots for sale” is the regulation sign here. 
Out on the ed ge of town yon could ' easily imag­ 
in e yourself in a n eglected n ation al cemetery. 
Amon g the weed s an d sun flowers at in tervals of 
a few feet you can see what look like white 
head board s with the in scription on them of 
“Lots for sale. Apply to Sn atchem 
Sn ip, real 
estate agen ts.” But you must n ot suppose that 
Sn atchem A: Sn ip are d ead by an v mean s. They 
are thoroughly alive, an d you n eed to be alive, 
too, when you are d ealin g with them, for they 
mean busin ess from the word go. They will 
sell you an opt ion on a corn er lot in heaven , an d 
give the certificate of three preachers of cach 
d en omin ation to tbe gen uin en ess of the title 
before on e of your old -fashion ed parson s could 
read out his text.

The stovepipe is n ot very popular in 
Kan sas City. For that m atter it is losin g groun d 
tlie world over. Slouch hats are n ot worn to a 
greater exten t in Kan sas City than in the East, 
tuough of course man y of our customers .buy 
n othin g else. Wo always like this class of cus­ 
tomers, as a good slouch hat is about as expen - 
stve as an 5r a man can wear. A n eat Derby costs 
a.'.’ W I“ ° a slouch hat of good felt* costs $ 5 or 
5K>, an d the stiff hat will last lon ger.. Man y of 
our customers buy three slouch hats a year an d 
Pa, 
j or $ ‘20 for them. I suppose that about 
a year represen ts the amoun t sj>en t by tho 
average Kan sas City man for bead gear. Tho 
an n ual bill of some of our customers is $ 50 an d 
>00 however. 
Tho ma s Devine—I don’t believe th at an 
en tirely cereal an d vegetable food without 
meats an d stim ulan ts Is at all d esirable, or In 
the lon g run even econ omical. It Is true that 
the peasan try of old coun tries are fat an d fair, 
n otwithstan d in g tho fact that meat to them is a 
luxury. Herbert Spen cer says the in tellectual 
power of En glan d , an d her proud position in the 
world , could n ever have been attain ed by other 
than a beef-eatin g people. An d I believe it. true 
that while other food s possess the same con stit­ 
uen ts in a d egree, beef is the id eal food . Noth­ 
in g so soon becomes flesh an d blood an d part of 
•the system as flesh an d blood . The organ s of 
d igestion have less work to d o in asslmn latin g 
beef than an y other food . There is less wasto 
m atter in It. Man y vegetables con tain a great 
amoun t of waste, an d labor is expen d ed useless­ 
ly 011 everythin g that is n ot absorbed by tho sys­ 
tem. Tho Scotch have been in tellectual on por­ 
rid ge an d cakes an d the Irish on potatoes. Both 
races are well n igh perfect physically. Neither 
race, however, has shown the powerful wasteful 
spirit of En glan d . Non a relin quishes the grasp 
on con quest with tho loss of more blood . There 
is n o iioubt whatever that the sway of n ation s 
is d ue largely to the use of the flesh-pots. 
Cha rles M. Fro st—It is curious to note 
the first impression a stran ger has of Kan sas 
City, You d on ’t have to ask for it, either; his 
opin ion comes spon tan eously an d n eed s n o 
coaxin g. Who is better able to hoar these thin gs 
than a hotel clerk? The average guest of the 
Blossom house, after bein g assign ed to his room, 
takes a short walk about the bottoms to get a 
glimpse of what kin d of a city this is. He comes 
back with a look of d isgust on his face an d re­ 
marks that tbe on ly d ecen t place is the Un ion 
d epot.

He remarked to 
me that he had heard so much of Kan sas City 
that he d etermin ed to come here an d look it 
over. After breakfast ho took a supply of cigars 
an d saun tered out to view the town . He got 
in to tho locality of “Hell’s Half Acre,” an d re­ 
turn ed with a d ecid ed ly bad impression . "Kan ­ 
sas City is the most over-estimated town I ever 
was in , an d the d irtiest on e at that,” ho satd . 
“Have yon been up town yet?” I asked . “Up 
town ! What d o you mean ?” I then explain ed 
to him that the better portion of the city was 
situated beyon d the bluffs. When he return ed 
from his visft up town ho huskily remarked to 
me: “Youn g man , just bear in min d that I re­ 
tract my statem en t that Kan sas City is an over­ 
estimated city, an d wan t you to un d erstan d 
that i have con tracted for three lots.

Mr. E. H. Webster, president of the K an ­ 
sas City fair, an d a well-kn own real estate brok­ 
er of that city, passed thron gh Chicago yester­ 
d ay en route for Min n eapolis. 
He stated that 
the real estate busin ess of Kan sas City was in ­ 
active, but n ot more »0 than at the same season 
In previous years. 
My atten tion has been calied to a lon g an d 
rather sen sation al commun loatian in iast Fri­ 
d ay s Trib une." said Mr. Webster. “This lon g 
letter, written from Kan sas City, is a con tin ued 
Jeremiad on the con d ition of real estate matters 
there, an d pred icts an alarmin g fall in values 
an d the burstin g of the boom before the n ew 
year. It states that Kan sas City men are load ed 
up with real estate at 
rid iculously In flated 
rates, an d that thousan d s of them will be 
wiped out of existen ce by mortgages in a very 
short time; that the in flux of Eastern capital is 
ceasin g an d will soon eutlrely come to an en d 
un til the values are ad justed as they should be; 
that the Kan sas City n ewspapers an d real es­ 
tate men are tryin g d esperately to keep alive 
the boom, but are begin n in g to ackn owled ge the 
impossibility of the task; that in sid e aud out­ 
sid e property is outrageously high, an d that 
cen tral property is quoted at rates higher 
than the same class of property in Chicago, an d 
much more to the same effect. 
This commun i­ 
cation came from some on e either un acquain ted 
with the real estate situation in Kan sas City or 
who has an ulterior motive for his screed . It is 
a strin g of in accuracies aud false statemen ts. I 
have been 
twen ty years 
in Kan sas City, 
an d I n ever kn ew a time 
when real estate 
was at a fairer valuation than it is at presen t. 
Trad e is n ot very bris^—it n ever is at this time 
of the year, when so man y leave the city for 
their vacation —but values are on the most solid 
an d equitable foun d ation . Kan sas City is n ot at 
presen t ia the mid st of a boom an d n ever has 
had on e. The grad ual in crease of values has 
been en tirely n atural an d will con fciaue.

It was afterward s foun d that road s, 
fully as d urable an d really mr>re d esirable, could 
be mad e without usin g tbe ston e» bo the latter 
was aban d on ed an d n ow the fun d can be used 
to much better ad van tage, tho cost per mile 
bein g less than half tho amoun t at first ex 
pen n ed . 
An an n ual tax of ten cen ts on the 
$ 100 of property within tho coun ty is levied 
for the turn pike fun d an d the aggregate, so far 
expen d ed , reaches n early $ 1*23,000, or an 
average of a little more than # 30,000 per an ­ 
n um.
